NEW THA DE RELATIONS. 
W a s h in g to n , Feb. 6.—The President 
late Thursday afternoon issued the fol­ 
lowing proclamation: 
‘ By the President of the U uited S tates of 
America—-A proclam ation: 
“ W h e re a s, P urusant to section 3, act of Con 
gress, approved October I, 1830, entitled ‘An 
Act to Reduce the Revenue and Equalize 
Duties on Im ports and for O ther Purposes,’ the 
Secretary of S tate of the U nited S tates of 
America communicated to the United S tates of 
Brazil the action of the Congress of the U nited 
S tates of America with a view to secure re­ 
ciprocal trade in declaring the articles enum er­ 
ated in said section 3—to wit, sugars, molasses, 
coffee and hides, to be exem pt from duty upon 
their Im portation into the U nited S tates cd 
America; and 
“ W h ereas. The Envoy E xtraordinary and 
M inister Plenipotentiary of Brazil at W ashing­ 
ton has comm unicated to the Secretary of 
S tate the fact that, in due reciprocity and for 
consideration of the admission into the U nited 
S tates of America free of all duty of the 
articles enum erated In section 3 of said act, 
the Government of Brazil has. by legal enact­ 
ment, authorized the admission from 
and 
after Apl ll I. 18J1, Into all the established ports 
of entry of Brazil, free of all duty, w hether 
National. State or municipal, of the articles of 
merchandise named In the following schedule; 
provided th at the sam e be the product and 
m anufacture of the U nited S tates of America, 
‘•Schedule of articles to be adm itted free 
bito Brazil: W heat, wheat flour, corn or maize 
and the m anufacture thereof, including corn­ 
meal and starch; rye, rye flour, buckwheat, 
buckwheat flour and barley; potatoes, beans 
and peas; hay and outs; pork, salted, including 
pickled pork and bacon, except ham s: fish, 
salted, dried or pickled; cottonseed oil; coal, 
anthracite aud bitum inous; resin, tar, pitch 
and turpentine ; agricultural tools. Im plem ents 
and m achinery; mining and mechanical tools, 
im plem ents aud machinery, including station­ 
ary and portable engines and all machinery for 
m anufacturing and industrial purposes, except 
sewing m achines; instrum ents and books tot 
the arts and sciences; railway construction m a­ 
terial and equipment. 
“And that the Government of Brazil has by 
legal enactm ent further authorized the admis­ 
sion into all the established ports of entry of 
Brazil, with a reduction of 25 percent, of the 
duty designated on the respective article in the 
tariff now in force or which may hereafter be 
adopted in the U nited S lates of Brazil, w hether 
N ational. State or municipal, of the articles or 
m erchandise named la the following schedule, 
providing th a t the sam e be the product or man 
ufacture of the United S tates of America: L ard 
and substitutes therefor, baoon hams, butter 
and cheese, canned and preserved meets, fish, 
fruits and vegetables; m anufactures of cotton, 
including cotton clothing; m anufactures of iron 
and steel, single or mixed, not included in tho 
foregoing schedule; leather and the m anufact­ 
ures thereof, except boots aud shoos; lum ber, 
tim ber and the m anufactures of wood, includ­ 
ing cooperag ■, furniture of all kinds, wagons, 
carts and carriages; m anufactures of rubber. 
“And th a t the Government of Brazil has 
further provided th a t the laws and regulations, 
adopted to protect its revenue and prevent 
fraud in the declarations and proof th a t the 
articles named in the foregoing schedules are 
the product or m anufacture of tho U nited 
S tates of America, shall place no undue re 
*trictious on the im porter or impose any ad­ 
ditional charges or fees therefor on the articles 
Im ported; and, 
“ W hereas, The Secretary of S tate has by 
my direction given assurance to the Envoy E x­ 
traordinary and M inister Plenipotentiary of 
Brazil at W ashington th at this action of the 
Government of Brazil in granting exem ption of 
duties to the products and m anufactures of tho 
U nited S tates of America is aooepted as a due 
reciprocity for the action of C mg cess as set 
forth in section 3 of said act. 
Now. therefore, 
be it known, th at I, Benjam in Harrison, Pres! 
dent of the U nited S tates or America, have 
caused the above-stated modiiicatlons of the 
tariff law of B-azil to be made pub.ic for the in- 
formatiou of the Citizens of the United S tates 
Of America 
“la testim ony whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the U nited 
S tates to be affixed.

“Done at the city of W ashington, th is fifth 
day of February, one thousand eight hundred 
aud ninety one, and of the independence of the 
U nited S tates of America the one hundred Aid 
fifteenth.

The first of a series of letters which 
passed between Secretary Blaine and 
the Brazilian Minister upon the subject 
of reciprocity 
was written by Mr. 
Blaine and was dated November S, 
1890. 
In it the Secretary of State ex­ 
presses 
to 
Senor 
Mendonca 
the 
hope that the Government of Brazil 
will meet the Government of 
the 
United States in a spirit of sincere 
friendship in its desire for such trade 
relations with that country as shall be 
reciprocally equal, and that it may be 
the happy fortune of Senor Mendonca 
and himself to be instrumental in es­ 
tablishing1 commercial 
relations be­ 
tween the two Republics on a perma­ 
nent basis of reciprocity profitable to 
both. 
In his reply, dated January 31, 1891, 
Senor Mendonca informed Mr. Blaine 
that the United States of Brazil is ani­ 
mated by a desire to strengthen and 
perpetuate the friendly relations which 
happily exist between it and the United 
States of America and to establish a 
basis of reciprocity and equality. 
Mr. Blaine on the same day, in a 
note to Senor Memionca, expresses b is 
satisfaction at the attitude of the Bra­ 
zilian Government* in the m atter and 
asks Senor Mendonca to meet him at 
the Department of State to agree upon 
the time and manner of public an­ 
nouncement of this new commercial ar­ 
rangem ent 
Under the provisions of the agree­ 
ment Brazil reduces her import charges 
upon American products of the farm, 
factory and mine to the extent of 
about 35,000,000 annually, which is aa 
far as she could go in tho present state 
of her finances. The present annual 
importation of sugar from Brazil is 
about 125,000 tons, and it is believed 
that under Hie stimulus which this rec­ 
iprocity will give she will this year in­ 
crease her sugar shipments to 200,000 
tons, next year to 500.000 tons, and that 
in five years Brazil will be able to fur­ 
nish all the sugar required in the United 
States.

The most exhaustive canvass ever made 
among the agricultural dieses of the 
country has inst been completed by the 
New England Homestead and the Farm 
and Home. 
It shows that the farmers 
are in favor of the McKinley bill by 
large majority, and in favor of reciproc­ 
ity with the South American states by 
yet greater majority. 
The questions asked were: 
1. Will the new tariff help American 
farmers as a whole ? 
To which 57,258 rf ply jes, and 88,153 
answer no. 
2. Will reciprocity with South Ameri­ 
ca benefit oui farmers? 
T o w hich 68.4C5 say yes, and 22,743 
say no. 
3. Will Canadian reciprocity benefit 
our farmers? 
The Days were 60,237, the yeas 32,902 
The majorities ia each case are of very 
decisive character. 
Southern farmers, by neatly two to 
one, favor reciprocity with Canada while 
the northern farmers by yet larger edda 
oppose it. The eouthern farmers also 
dissent from the opinion that that the 
new tariff law will be of benefit to agti 
culture, while the northern termers an 
ewer atfiimatively by large majorities. 
The details of the vote bint at mauper 
able difficulties to a perfect alliance be 
tween the farmers of the north anc! 
sm th.
